Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 


COR  many  years  past  the  need  has  been  felt  of  a  burial  ground  for 
A  those  in  the  Homes  who  may  pass  away,  and  this  has  at  length 
been  met  by  the  provision  of  our  own  Cemetery  and  Chapel  during  the 
year. 

It  was  decided  that  the  most  suitable  position  was  on  the  highest 
part  of  the  property  at  the  Northern  boundary,  and  a  piece  of  ground 
there  was  fenced  off  and  conveyed  to  the  St.  Alban’s  and  Chelmsford 
Church  Trust  as  Trustees  in  perpetuity. 

The  Right  Reverend  Guy  Warman,  D.D.,  the  Lord  Bishop  of 
Chelmsford,  consecrated  the  Cemetery  on  Tuesday,  12th  June,  and  the 
Chapel  and  Rood  Cross  on  Saturday,  27th  October. 

Our  President,  Her  Highness  Princess  Marie  Louise,  was  present  a 
the  Consecration  of  the  Chapel  and  Rood  Cross,  together  with  Mother 
Clare,  the  Sisters  of  the  Community,  all  the  patients  who  were  able  to 
do  so,  and  many  friends  of  the  Homes. 

The  cost  of  the  Chapel,  its  furnishing,  and  paths  and  approaches  in 
the  Cemetery  ground,  has  been  provided  by  Her  Highness  Princess  Marie 
Louise’s  Fellowship. 

There  is  accommodation  at  the  Homes  for  14  patients.  At  the 
present  time  we  have  10  in-patients  and  3  out-patients,  but  having 
regard  to  the  number  of  known  cases  it  is  possible  that  the  vacant 
beds  may  be  required  at  any  moment. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  during  the  year  to  give  the  patients 
the  benefit  of  the  newer  forms  of  treatment,  and  to  leave  no  stone 
unturned  which  might  assist  in  the  amelioration  of  their  condition. 
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Further  experience  with  the  more  recent  remedies,  however,  has 
not  proved  them  to  be  of  specific  value,  and  we  have  been  forced 
to  depend  less  on  them  than  on  tonic  medical  treatment,  under  the 
best  hygienic  conditions  obtainable. 

A  greenhouse  has  been  erected  and  the  supply  of  vegetables  and 
flowers  has  been  thereby  increased. 

Coincident  with  the  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  and  Accounts  appear 
the  Annual  Report  and  Accounts  of  Princess  Marie  Louise’s  Fellowship 
of  St.  Giles.  The  Committse  again  express  their  appreciation  of  the 
splendid  work  done  by  the  Fellowship  and  their  gratitude  for  the  sub¬ 
stantial  assistance  which  the  Homes  receive  from  Her  Highness  and  the 
Fellowship  which  she  founded.  The  work  carried  on  by  the  Fellowship 
and  the  valuable  monetary  help  it  gives  is  more  particularly  dealt  with 
in  the  Fellowship  Report,  which  follows  after  the  General  Accounts 
of  the  Homes. 

The  Committee  acknowledge  and  tender  their  thanks  for  the  following 
grants  :  the  Trustees  of  Lord  Strathcona’s  Charity,  £245  ;  the  Governors 
of  Sherburn  Hospital,  £200  ;  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospitals  of  St.  Mary 
Magdalene  and  St.  John  the  Baptist,  Ripon,  £25  ;  the  Federated  Malay 
States  Government,  £50;  the  Straits  Settlements  Government,  £50; 
Miss  Lilian  Baylis  for  £94  17s.,  the  proceeds  of  a  concert  at  the  “Old 
Vic.”  on  Good  Friday,  1928;  and  to  Miss  I.  Miller  for  her  donation  of 
£100  ;  also  to  all  subscribers  and  donors  for  their  generous  assistance. 

The  Committee  once  more  desire  to  express  their  grateful  thanks 
to  those  who  have  been  good  enough  to  provide  entertainments. 
Visits  were  made  by  Miss  Sybil  Thorndike,  Miss  Lilian  Baylis,  Miss  Iris 
Roberts,  and  the  “  Old  Vic.”  Concert  Party.  Lady  Trotter  brought  over 
a  party  of  entertainers  who  gave  a  Dickens  recital,  a  concert  party  came 
from  Chelmsford  Cathedral,  and  another  concert  party  came  from 
London. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  1927  the  Committee  were  able  to  allocate  the 
sum  of  £1,293  9s.  lid.,  the  result  of  a  special  appeal  in  that  year,  to  a 
Reserve  Account.  The  income  of  the  Homes,  however,  is  less  than  the 
annual  expenditure,  and  the  Committee  again  appeal  to  all  the  friends 
of  St.  Giles  to  assist  by  enrolling  new  annual  subscribers. 

In  November,  Sir  Harold  Morris  retired  from  the  Chairmanship  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  to  its  deep  regret,  for  it  is  impossible  adequately 
to  express  the  appreciation  and  thanks  of  everyone  connected  with 
St.  Giles  for  all  he  has  done  for  the  Homes,  and  for  the  admirable 
manner  in  which  he  has  presided  over  the  meetings  of  the  Committee. 
Elected  to  the  Chair  at  a  time  when  the  finances  were  in  a  precarious 
state,  by  his  untiring  energy  he  has  brought  the  affairs  of  the  Homes 
into  the  much  more  satisfactory  position  which  they  now  enjoy. 

Meanwhile,  until  a  new  Chairman  should  be  elected,  Dr.  J.  M.  H. 
MacLeod,  the  Vice-Chairman,  has  consented  to  act  temporarily  as 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  congratulate 
Dr.  Warman,  a  member  of  the  Council,  on  his  preferment  to  the  Bishopric 
of  Manchester,  and  to  thank  him  for  the  kind  interest  which  he  has 
always  taken  in  the  Homes,  and  for  his  help  and  encouragement  in 
their  spiritual  welfare.  The  good  wishes  of  all  at  St.  Giles  go  with 
him  in  his  new  appointment. 

The  Committee  wish  again  to  conclude  their  Report  with  an  ex¬ 
pression  of  their  warm  and  appreciative  gratitude  to  Mother  Clare 
and  the  Sisters  of  the  Homes  who  have  so  efficiently  performed  their 
arduous  tasks  in  a  true  and  cheerful  spirit  of  devotion.

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Report  of  the  Committee. 


TOURING  the  year  of  1928  the  work  of  the  Fellowship  has  shown 
^  a  steady  increase  both  in  numbers  of  subscribers  and  in  the 
sums  contributed. 

As  is  shown  in  the  reports  of  the  different  Branches,  meetings  have 
been  held  and  money-raising  efforts  organised  in  various  parts  of  the 
country,  with  the  gratifying  results  that  the  interest  and  sympathy  shown 
in  the  work  have  been  very  widely  extended. 

The  chief  work  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the  Fellowship,  be¬ 
yond  its  ordinary  undertakings,  has  been  the  provision  of  the  Mortuary 
Chapel  and  Burial  Ground  for  the  patients  and  members  of  the  Commu¬ 
nity.  These  were  consecrated  by  the  Bishop  of  Chelmsford  on  Saturday, 
27th  October.  Her  Highness  the  President,  Sir  Harold  Morris,  and 
other  members  of  the  Committee  were  present  and  the  service  was 
attended  by  those  of  the  patients  who  were  well  enough.  The  very 
charming  little  Chapel  was  put  to  immediate  use,  as  one  of  the  patients 
had  died  that  morning,  and  was  the  first  to  be  buried  in  the  newly  con¬ 
secrated  ground. 

The  usual  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Fellowship  was  held  on  23rd  Novem¬ 
ber  in  the  Church  Hall  of  St.  Augustine’s,  Queen’s  Gate,  at  the  close  of 
the  Day  of  Intercession.  The  latter  was  conducted  by  Father  Deakin  in 
the  Church,  and  we  should  like  to  express  our  gratitude  to  him  for  all  the 
support  he  so  generously  gives  to  the  work.  Both  the  Intercessions  and 
the  Meeting  were  well  attended,  and  the  speeches  made  by  Her  Highness 
and  Mother  Clare,  were  very  greatly  appreciated. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  Statement  of  Accounts  the  Fellowship  has 
the  great  pleasure  of  being  able  to  hand  over  to  the  Central  Executive  for 
general  upkeep  the  sum  of  £600,  and  is  keeping  in  hand  a  balance  of 
£574  odd  for  the  annual  undertakings  and  any  unforeseen  emergencies 
that  may  arise.

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  were  not  able  to  be  present  at  the 
Annual  Meeting,  it  may  be  of  interest  to  hear  of  the  gratitude  expressed 
for  the  real  Fellowship  shown  by  all  the  workers  by  their  sympathy  and 
Prayers  for  the  Community  and  patients.  Mother  Clare  emphasised  the
